ALBERTA’S FIRST REAL CHANCE 


Toronto Globe: “Alberta coal is to 
have another chance to gain a foothold 
in the Ontario market by an extension of 
time for the $6.75 per ton freight rate. 
It is nearly time to decide whether Alberta 
is to become a practical fuel source for 
this province.” 

The forward extension of the coal rate 
season will help to decide that question. 
Hitherto Alberta has never been given 
more than half a chance to put its coal 
on the Ontario market in fair competition 
with other fuel. 

When the experimental rate was 
adopted it was made to apply only to 
three months in the early summer—when 
Ontario was not buying coal. Later the 
period was advanced to January—when 
Ontario dealers had already made their 
arrangements for the winter's supply 
from other sources. This 4s the first year 
in which the Alberta operator has been 
permitted to get into the Ontario market 
at the time when the dealers of that 
province are making their contracts for 
winter requirements. 

How far it is practicable to supply 
Ontario’s fuel needs with Alberta coal 
will have to be judged by the results 
during the shipping season that is now 
opening, not by the necessarily restricted 
trade of years during which Alberta was 
only allowed to enter that market at a 
time when coal was not wanted or when 
coal contracts had been let. 


THOSE NEWSPAPERS AGAIN! 


Mr. Bennett seems to‘have a unique 
and uncanny faculty for being misunder- 
stood. For a man to whom speech is eas- 
ier than silence, he holds the world’s rec- 
ord for sustained misapprehension, or 
“misrepresentation” as he prefers to put 
st. 

Just now our Premier is in wrong 
with the Manchester Guardian, or the 
Guardian is in wrong with him, as the 
case may be. It appears that Mr. Bennett 
made a speech at a private gathering of 
the Empire Parliamentary Association in 
London, during the course of which he 
said something or other about wages and 
conditions in the industrial centres of 
England, with special reference to Lanca- 
shire. 

The Manchester Guardian printed a 
report of the speech. Whereupon Mr. 
Bennett promptly declared that he had 
not said what the Guardian said he said, 
nor anything which meant or sounded 
like what the Guardian said that he said; 
furthermore, that the report was “un- 
authorized and a betrayal of confidence”. 

From which it appears that Mr. Ben- 
nett’s opinion of the newspapers of Eng- 
land is no more flattering than his opin- 
ion of the newspapers of Canada, and that 
his opinion of the members of the Empire 
Parliamentary Association who gave out 
the report of his speech is on a par with 
his opinions of the press of the two coun- 
tries. 

Perhaps, seeing that the tariff pre- 
ference scheme has collapsed, that the 
Imperial conference has put an end to its 
labors, that the New Brunswick Premier 
is talking about seceding, and that Sas- 
katchewan farmers’ organizations are re- 
soluting to smash up Confederation and 
fight the sheriff—-perhaps Mr. Bennett 
had better shake the dust of London from 
his boots, come home and attend to busi- 
ness. 


WHY NOT PAY AS WE GO? 


Two of the money bylaws which were 
submitted to the burgesses on Wednesday 
last called for sums which, in relation to 
the financial operations of a city, are 
mere trifles. 

One of these bylaws proposed that 
$11,525 be borrowed with which to buy 
equipment for the fire brigade. The other 
asked authority to borrow $25,000 with 
which to do something in the way of 
fixing up the parks, 

The theory of course is that these 
proposals were in the nature of permanent 
improvements, wherefore they must be 
carried out with borrowed money, and 
council must get the assent of the tax- 
payers before it can borrow. 

But just where is the line to be drawn 
between permanent improvements and 
the ordinary running expenses of a city? 
If a length of hose is to be bought for the 
fire brigade, should council submit a 
bylaw, issue bonds, and borrow the 
money; or should it be bought out of

current revenue, as brooms to sweep the 
halls and boots for the firemen? And if 
hose can be bought as a matter of casual 
expense, why not a fire truck, which the 
progress of inventive science may render 
economically valueless long before the 
bonds to pay for it have expired? 

And what about park lawns and 
flower beds? Are these permanent or 
temporary improvements? 

And suppose the taxpayers had turned 
down the fire equipment bylaw, as they 
did the park improvement bylaw and the 
bridge bylaws? 

Perhaps it is time to overhaul the 
charter provisions, or the accepted pro- 
cedure—whichever is at fault—and give 
the council latitude to make expenditures 
of such small amounts as these out of 
current revenue, without the formality 
and expense of submitting bylaws, issuing 
bonds, and paying interest. Surely a city 
council that is entrusted with the making 
of contracts and the spending of three 
million dollars of tax money per year can 
be trusted to buy a fire truck or fix up a 
park, and foot the bill out of current 
revenue, 

That would get away from the cumber- 
some, small-town, and rather ridiculous 
method of treating every expenditure 
which can be construed as a capital ex- 
penditure—however small it may be—as 
requiring the creation of debt and the 
payment of sinking fund charges for 
years to come. And so long as council 
could not add to the city’s debt without 
consent of the taxpayers, the interests of 
taxpayers and city would be protected. 
The necessity of keeping down the tax 
rate would be a sufficient safeguard 
against a council making excessive out- 
lays for permanent improvements out of 
the year's income.

The Minister of Militia is arranging to 
establish the Strathcona Horse as a per- 
manent force in western Canada.

Notices have been posted in parts of 
southern China warning native Christians 
that they must repent or their chapels will 
be burned and the converts killed.

LIVE STOCK OR GRAIN? 


From the monthly letter issued by the Royal Bank 
of Canada:—At a time when the prices for grains and 
other farm products have been deelin'ng rapidly, 
livestock prives have shown outstanding strength. At 
present relative prices it is decided'y more profitable 
for the farmer to export his grain in the form of 
cattle, cheese and bacon than to attempt to sell this 
grain in a world market burdened with surplus sup- 
plies from many countries, 

During the past few weeks sh'pments of live 
cattle from Canada to Grrat Britain have been re- 
sumed after a lapse of three years, This trade was at 
one time an important outlet for the Canadian live- 
stock industry, Increasing demand and higher prices 
in the markets of the United States diverted these 
exports, and sh'pments overseas ceased. The in'‘tial 
shipments of the lavt few weeks have been cattle from 
Ba*trn Canada, but a trial shipment of Western cattle 
is being made at the end of October and there is a 
sound basis for the hope that Western cattle can be 
finished for this trade at a profit. 

Perhaps the outstanding opportunity in livestock 
at the prerent moment js in the market for pork and 
bacon. The demand for bacon in Great Britain has 
grown at an amazing rate. In 1921, imports of bacon 
into Great Britain amounted to 636 million pounds 
In each of the last three years the total imports into 
that market have been more than 900 million pounds. 
This is an increase of 60%, and most of the ad- 
ditional supplies bave come from Denmark. Caned‘an 
shipments, however, are no greater today than they 
Were forty years ago. 

In 1024, the average price of Canadian bacon on 
the Britieh market was equivalent to the price which 
prevailed in Sepiember. 1930, in that market. In 1924, 
Canadian exports amounted to 120 miilion pyvinds 
For the pres nt year it ts doubtful whether they wii 
amount to a6 much as 20 mil'ion pounds, In 1924, the 
price of wheat was approximately 75° higher than at 
Present, and the price of barley, the most important 
grain for the bacon hog. was more then two and on*- 
half times the price now prevailing. These facts seem 
to indicate that the posible margin of profit in hogs 
has unproved dec‘drdly. 

DESTRUCTIVE METHODS IN INDIA 

India's demand for control of her own affairs is a 
legitimate one with whch we are in full sympathy 
and which we are certain can be obtained by consti 
tutiona! methods, but is it necessary in ap attempt to 
obtain it by force to bring the country to disaster? 
Take the case of Bombay. The mill industry is slowly 
drift ng to stagnation. throwing out of employment 
thousands of men, while the Gujerat ryots are bein 
instructed to withhold revenue by which governmen 
might be able to do something for really necessitous 
cultivators. And the net resull will be, as Sir George 
Schuyster points out, that Indians may find them- 
selves at the dawn of a new constitutional day so 
crippled in mater al resources that they would be 
powerless to undertake any constructive program and 
would have no fair chance of showing to the world 
what they can do for their own country.Bombay

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


CANNING BY EXPERTS 


Many correspondents write to ask me if home 
canned goods are not more wholesome than those pur- 
chased at the stores, and my reply is that generally 
the opposite is true. Usually, there is quite a large 
percentage of spoilage in home canned products, and 
there have been quite a few cases of food poisoning 
from improperly canned home made products. Fur- 
thermore, home canning 1s nearly always a great 
deal more expensive than the canned foods which 
you can buy already prepared for use at your gro- 
cery store, 

The canning industry has improved greatly with- 
in the last few years since they have installed care- 
ful methods of inspection and research departments 
to discover the most healthful ways of canning. At 
one time canned foods consisted almost enfirely of 
surplus food products, which would otherwise spoil, 
but this is no longer the case. The foods which are 
now used for canning are raised under contract and 
the seed is selected by the experts to product just 
the kind of vegetables which will have the best fla- 
vor and appearance when ready for harvesting. The 
growing crop is then carefully inspected and it is 
harvested just at the right time. Sometimes even a 
day or two's difference would produce an inferior 
crop ‘J 
One interesting fact is that canned fruits and 
vegetables are usually canned fresher than if you 
bought the same foods at your market and canned 
them at home. The reason for this is that most 
canneries are so loca‘ed that it is possible to can 
vegetables, fruits and fish within an hour or two 
after they are gathered. In contrast with this you 
have the home cooked market bought vegetables 
which are often four or five days old, 

You may have noticed that canned products taste 
fresher now than they used to. One reason for this 
is that the foods are not heated any longer than nec- 
essary to produce a perfect sterilization. The tem- 
perature is important and it is carefully regulated, 
for each special k'nd of food requires its own tem- 
perature and time of cooking. Furthermore, foods 
are now cooked right in the tins after they are 
sealed so that no oxygen enters. This preserves the 
flavor and all of the food elements, Even thé elusive, 
easily destroyed vitamin C is preserved by this pro- 
cess, This is the vitamin which is so easily destroyed 
that it cannot resist more than a few minutes’ boil- 
ing in an open pot on your kitchen stove. 

When you open a can of acid fruit you may have 
noticed that the inside of the can is coated with 
enamel. This is done in order to preserve the color 
of the fruit and to protect against the fruit comin 
in contact with the can, When you open one o 
these cans and do not use all of the food at one time, 
you may with perfect safety allow the remainder of 
the food to remain in the can unt!) the next meal. 
Experiinents have produced a type of can which can 
not produce poisoning by any possible chemical com- 
bination with the food it contains, Food will remain 
good indefinitely in an unopened can provided it re- 
mains air-proof.

t this is a mistaken idea, Canned goods are often 
more healthful than goods prepared at home. Balance 
your diet by using plenty of canned goods.

The normal course is a gradual 
growth of character; when there are 
turning-points that accentuate or 
hasten the process, they set free and 
enlarge the personality, and that's 
all that conversion implies, A shock 
or disaster may do it, or a tragedy, 
but the more constructive way is by 
way o [the tender emotions. Many 
woman has converted a man, not 
in the older sense of reforming him 
of bad habits but of “making” him, 
meking him realize his possibilities, 
giving him the incentive to work. 

The vital matter about character

One directed and trained; the other 
undirected, untrained. One fatth- 
ful unto death, the other develop- 
ing into that most vile thing, the 
killer. 

Consider, then, the problem of 
training the potential killer into a 
respectable citizen, useful in normal 
times, beyond price in time of war 
and in defence of home and hearth. 
The answer is Games; 
and phys‘cal training. 
visualize the urge of youth to do 
and dare, If he can't do it on the 
rugby field or hockey arena, he 
turns to the “gang”. Little healthy 
competitions develop of “dares”. 
Dares lead to person and property 
damage. Games are played in the 
light and gangs operate in darkness. 
That fact alone classifies the Gang 

darkness 1s a requisite of dark 
deeds. 

Let us consider the situation with 
respect to games. We have become 
a race of specialists, even in our 
sports. Twenty university students 
play rugby, seven hundred to eight 
hundred others watch them do It, 
Of our large population of young- 
sters between fourteen and twenty- 
five, we can only scrape up one 
Canadian rugby team, no Junior 

soccer, or cricket teams, a fair num- 

ber of hockey teams, no cyclist or 
rid'ng clubs, a fast disappearing 
Militia service, a Y¥.M.C.A. which 
is losing its usefulness, no boxing or 
athletic clubs to speak of, On the 
other side of the picture, we have 
the Service Clubs, Y.M.C.A., Bal- 
vetion Army and Churches going 
into executive council to discuss the 
problem of salvation and rfe- 
habilitation of youngsters being 
turned out of goals and peniten- 
tiaries, Locking the stable door 
after the horse is stolen. 

Let us rediscover the habit of 
playing games. Have our wn- 
employed engage in getting playing 
fields ready for next poring, have a 
stalf of coaches and trainers en- 
gaged to direct the animal spirits of 
our youth, The saving in replace- 
ment of broken street lights, traffic 
signs and other property damage 

1 take up the cost and the feel- 
ing of security entoyed by our rate 
payers will earn the support of that 
great body, Our youth will go from 
games to physical training and 
Militia Service, and we may yet find 
one of our potential killers men- 
tioned as Edmonton's own VC,

Courses

Carter, of Chattanooga, Tenn, The

Very easily could Mr. Carter emulate | 
Master Horner, and crow “see what a) 


good boy am I.” He doesn’t. For one 
thing he is loath to take too much 
credit to himself, For another-—he's 
just a little afraid it’s only a dream, 
from which he is soon to wake, But— 
here's his story: 

Sheer Accident 

The golden “plum” extracted by the 
man who started every city on the 
continent puttering about little golf 
courses was sheer accident, he de- 
clares, and he still isn't quite clear 
how it all happened to him. He “just 
stumbled on it” and now countless 
thousands are stumbling over ob- 
structions on the half-pint street- 
corner courses which opularized 
themselves, almost in spite of the 
Tennessean who bumped into Lady 
Lueck when she was smiling. 

Carter didn’t even originate Tom 
Thumb golf, Small putting courses 
have been in existance for some years 
on the grounds of a few Huropean 
hotels. But he built the first Ameri- 
can course—on Lookout Mountain, in 
Tennessee—and cashed in on the sud- 
den popularity of the game which saw 
miniature courses springing up like 
mushrooms. 

“T'll be hecked if I know how I did 
it,” says Carter, still slightly dazed 


after retiring with a half million {n | 


rofit within two years from the time 
1e built his Fairyland Course. “The 
money just started roiling in, and it 
kept on coming. It was all an acel- 
dent.” ‘ 

Back Yard Amusement 

The story of his Fairyland Course is 
the history of miniature golf. Carter 
wes president of Fairyland Inn on 
Lookout Mountain and despite a 
steady flow of ridicule, started putting 
in tiny greens, hazards and tunnels, 
in a miniature golf course amongst the 
boulders, stumps and trees in his inn’s 
backyard. He thought it would amuse 
his guests. It did. It spread from city 
to city in the south, Queries as to 
cost arrived in every mail, In a few 
weeks he was the Pee-Wee Golf Baron 
whether he liked it or not. 

He first sold a lay-out to a friend In 
Atlanta, Ga., for $2000. The friend 
had his money back in three weeks 
after he opened the gate and started 
handing out putters and balls. Carter 
installed another for his father and 


it took in more money on its first day | 


than the exclusive dining room of his 
parent's hotel. 
Craze That Spread 

It was a craze. The three courses 

were besieged. It spread to Florida 
and it was at once seen that northern- 
ers wintering in the south were not at 
al! adverse to shooting balls through 
hollow logs. sewer piper and barrels. 
It went to the four points of the com- 
pass, 
Carter was sure now that he had re- 
ally plucked a golden plum, and start- 
ed a factory. “Since then,” he relates, 
“T've been in a whirlwind,” 

“I’m making more than $1,000 a day 
in royalties,” he told W. ‘T. Godfrey, 
a bond salesman a few weeks ugo. 

“You should be making ten times 
that,” said Godfrey. 

But Carter didn't want to be bur- 
dened with a huge consolidation of 
companies, Godfrey introduced W. H. 
Robinson of Philadelphia, a pickle 
manufacturer. 

Cucumbers to Courses 

“They kidnapped me, brought me to 
Chattanooga in a car and bought me 
out the next day,” said Carter, won- 
dering rhaps if he hadn't been 
hasly. The new owner of the “Tom 
Thumb” trade-mark, the $10,000 fac- 
tory in Chattanooga, and several 
patents applied for, which cost him 
$200,000 in cash, has ceased to bottle 
cucumbers and started making midget 
golf courses with the expectation of 
clearing off much more than Carter's 
half million. 

Another fortune has been made by 
W. 8. Townsent of Rochester, Pa. He 
bought one course, installed it in Flo- 
rida, clamored for the rights in the 
south-western states, agreed to pay 
$100 to Carter for each course instal- 
led and has “cleaned up big.” 

“Before going into the business he 
asked me if there wasn't some trick 
in it,” recalled Carter. “I told him 
there must be but I couldn't find it.” 
He was then making $1,000 a day but 
didn't believe it. He was sure it was 
@ dream and afraid he might wake up. 

Ducked to Laugh 

“The courses cost $1,000; we sold 
them for $2,000 and then ducked 
around the corner to laugh at the easy 
money,” he goes on. “But I don't 
know which was the fool, for the fool 
who bought generally made his §,2000 
back in a month and the rest was 
gravy.” 

The Pee-Wee Golf Baron (retired) 
doesn't begrudge the profit made by 
his customers and is apparently quite 
satisfied. He quit feeling ve: tiendly 
with the mysterious and fickle public 
and very, very pleased with himself. 

“I think this is a wonderful world,” 
he gloated contentedly, “And who 
wouldn't if they stumbled on a darn- 
fool piece of luck like I did?”

Brilliant Chinese 
Woman Speaks for 


Oriental Feminists 


VANCOUVER, B.C., Nov, 17,—Cul- 
tured, educated women taught by 
tutors which they shared with their 
brothers existed in China prior to the 
12th century and before the western 
world had attained any high degree of 
civilization, Dr. I, Catherine Woo Obe, 
principal of St. Pauls girls college in 
Hong Kong and brilliant graduate of 
St, Hilda’s College, Oxford, stated on 
the Canadian Pacific liner Empress of 
Asia here today as she sailed for the 
far east. 

In a message directed to women of 
all countries, Dr, Woo declared that 
Chinese women are no less intellectual 
than their European sisters if given a 
chance to learn, Particularly since 
the Great War, Chinese feminists 
have come into their own, having 
abolished the Chinese custom of keep- 
ing concubines in households, procur- 
ing laws whereby women can share 
in property and stamping out the 
practice of binding and disfiguring the 
feet of girl babies.

Answer-A rinse made from dried 
camomile flowers and leaves is an 
old-fa hioned remedy for lightening 
blond hair. It is harmless, but re- 
sults are slow and not entirely de- 
pendable, Make the rinse by pouring 
a pint of boiling water over an ounce 
of the camomile flowers, end when 
it is cool strain and apply evenly 
to your hair. The hair should be 
shampooed first. Leave the rinse on 
for ten minutes and then wach it 
off in clean tepid water. To make 
results quicker, add the juice of half 
a lemon the rinse,

All children naturally love their parents and want them to love each 
other.
